7. Mr. Proctor confirmed that Art Lundahl is retiring at the end 
of June. No mention of his successor was made yet. NPIC will be 
moved to the DDS&T from the DDI. Mr. Proctor thought the move 
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could be rationalized in terms of merging and 

exploitation elements, and enhancing R&D on applying technology to 
the exploitation processes. 


8. There is no consideration being given to moving IAS to the 
DDS&T at this juncture. 

9. Mr. Proctor is aware of the problem of the agricultural 
applications of COMIREX involving the Russian wheat crop. 
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10. There may be some reduction in T/O slots within the directorate 
as organizations are realigned and streamlined and functions are 
eliminated. Studies of these matters are underway. IAS may not 
fare badly in this. 
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
